Unpaid letter from Penang, Straits Settlements, Malaya to Tirupati, India postmarked MY 25 92. 
The rate, and the deficiency, was 5 cents. 
There is also a Penang “T” (taxe) mark in an inverted triangle. There are transit marks of Madras 
(2 June) and Tirupati (3 June) and an arrival mark of Chittoor (6 June 1892) on the reverse and 
an Indian boxed “Foreign Postage Due/ ms5 Annas ms— Pies” on the obverse.

Singapore June 1894 


Underpaid local 1 cent rate PSC from Singapore, Straits Settlements, Malaya to Hong Kong postmarked 
5 June 1894. The rate was 3 cents and the deficiency was 2 cents. 
There is also a Singapre “T” (taxe) mark in an inverted triangle and blue manuscript “10c” mark the 
deficiency in French centimes. On arrival in Hong Kong a large blue manuscript “4” was applied to denote 
the postage due collected and there is an arrival postmark of 11 June 1894.

Singapore July 1894 


Old underpaid postcard at the former rate of 2 cents from Singapore, Straits Settlements, Malaya to 
Tokyo, Japan postmarked JY 13 94. The rate had been increased from 2 cents to 3 cents in 1893 so the 
deficiency was one cent. 

There is a Singapore “T” (Taxe) mark in an inverted triangle with a blue manuscript "`" (marking the 
deficiency in French centimes) under a transit mark of Hong Kong of JY 19 94. On arrival in Japan a 
“DUE manuscript 2’ in a circle and other marks were added one of which (in Japanese) translates as 
“Musashi Tokyo 27.7.29" (27 July 1894). The usual Japanese paper slip indicating postage due has 
become detached but there is a Japanese 2 sen postage stamp of 1883 used as a due confirming that 
postage due fee of 2 sen was raised.

Underpaid one cent local rate PSC of 1891 from Singapore, Straits Settlements, Malaya to Saigon, 
French Indo-China postmarked 17 May 1897. The rate was 3 cents and the deficiency was 2 cents. 
There is a Singapore “T” (Taxe) mark in an inverted triangle and a blue manuscript ` 1/10" to indicate the 
deficiency in French centimes. The Saigon arrival mark is 23 May 1897 is on the reverse. Finally there is 
a French Colonies 10 centime postage due stamp of 1893.

Finally there is 
a French Colonies 10 centime postage due stamp of 1893.

internal rate one cent postcard of 1884 (therefore underpaid) from Singapore, Straits Settlements, 
Malaya to England postmarked JY 12 99. There is also a Singapore “T” (T axe) marking in an inverted 
triangle as well as a blue manuscript “1/5c” to denote the first weight step (for a letter) and the UPU 
unpaid postage in French centimes. The correct postage rates to England were 
3 cents for a postcard and 4 cents for a letter. 

On arrival in England two postage due markings were applied “I.B./ 1d” and |.B./ 5d”. The likelihood is 
that the 5d was originally charged as either a mistake for 5 centimes or more likely, in the light of the 
number of words in the message on the reverse, it was intended to charge as if the postcard was liable 
to the higher foreign letter rate. The original London destination was found to be incorrect so the item 
was redirected to Slough. The original destination produced a transit mark of East Dulwich 
of AU 14 99 and an arrival marking of Ascot of the same date.

Underpaid letter from Singapore, Straits Settlements, Malaya to Weltevreden, Netherlands East Indies 
postmarked OCT 24 99 on a copy of the 2 cents of 1889. There is a Singapore "T" (Taxe) mark in an 
inverted triangle and a blue manuscript “1/20c” to denote first weight step and the single deficiency in 

French centimes. The rate was 8 cents and the deficiency 6 cents. 
in the Netherlands East Indies a transit mark of Batavia of 28 10 1899 was applied on the reverse. 
There are arrival marks of Weltevreden also of 28 10 1899 on the obverse and reverse, the former isona 
20 cents postage due stamp of the Netherlands East Indies to collect double the deficiency.

Underpaid letter from Tanjong Pagar, Singapore, Straits Settlements to Nannie, Georgia, USA 
postmarked DE 26 1899 on a horizontal pair of the “Four Cents” on 5 cents of March 1899. The rate was 
8 cents per 120z and, as this was a letter weighing between cz and 10z, the deficiency was 8 cents. 
Also on the obverse is a blue manuscript 2/25c to denote the 2™ weight step and a deficiency of 25 
French centimes and a Tanjong Pagar “T” (Taxe) mark. There is a Singapore transit mark of DE 26 99 
on the reverse. Also on the obverse is a binocular due mark “New York/ 3 February/ 1900/ Due 10 Cents” 
indicating postage due of 10 cents. On the reverse is the Nannie arrival mark of FEB 6 1900 together 
with a copy of the 1 cent and three copies of the 3 cents postage due stamps of 1879. 
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
